1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the 
salary  of  any  of  the  town  officers. 

3.  To  raise  money  to  pay  interest  on  School  Fund 
note  for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  support  of  the  library  in  addition  to  the  amount  re- 
quired by  law. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
pay  the  expense  of  decorating  soldiers'  graves. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week,     f  -ic 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  repair  of  the  Notch  and  Dale  road. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Trunk  Line  road. 


9.     To  raise  money  for  the  maintenance  of  State 
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Aid  roads. 


10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
in  addition  to  the  sum  required  by  law  to  obtain  state 
aid  for  the  construction  of  State  road. 

11.  To  raise  money  to  make  and  repair  highways 
and  bridges  and  pass  any  vote  relating  tliereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
to  help  eradicate  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  b^oks  for  the 
library,  provided  the  Quimby  Trustees  refund  the  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  appropriated  for  wiring  and 
lighting  the  library. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
assist  the  Laconia  Hospital. 

15.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  upon  the  question 
as  to  whether  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Con- 
vention to  revise  the  Constitution  shall  be  approved.

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Superintendent's  Report 

February  5,  1923. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sandwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools,  it  being  the  fourth  in  the 
series  of  such  reports. 

CITIZENS  INTERESTED. 

A  full  year  has  been  completed  since  the  report 
on  February  4,  1922.  The  School  Board  and  teachers 
and  a  large  body  of  citizens  have,  by  their  interest 
and  helpfulness,  made  larger  accomplishments  pos- 
sible. This  was  especially  noticeable  at  the  fjchool 
meeting  a  year  ago  when  full  money  was  raised  to 
cover  the  deficit  and  provide  for  running  the  schools 
a  full  year.  Interest  has  also  been  publicly  expressed 
by  attendance  at  the  school-community  gatherings 
which  have  come  to  be  a  part  of  our  work  in  the  fall 
and  spring. 

SCHOOL-COMMUNITY  GATHERINGS. 

At  these  gatherings,  school  work  is  demonstrated, 
an  illustrated  lecture  given  and  social  discussion  en- 
joyed. The  fall  topic  was  "Ideals  for  Good  Citizen- 
ship." The  spring  topic  will  be  "Our  Heritage  From 
the  Spirit  of  '76."  At  one  of  our  gatherings  we  were 
honored  by  the  presence  of  one  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  who  expressed  pleasure  at  the 
work  being  done. 
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PUPILS  IMPROVE  SCHOOLS 

Several  schools  have  raised  money  to  be  spent  for 
the  improvement  of  the  schools.  This  has  often  been 
increased  by  the  School  Board,  with  the  result  that 
slate  blackboards  and  reference  books  have  been  added 
in  one  school,  reference  books  and  cupboard  in  another, 
and  a  picture  and  grading  of  the  school  yard  in  the 
third.  Others  have  had  money  for  magazines  and 
noon  lunch. 

REPAIRS. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Quimby  Fund,  in  advancing  $700,  the  School  Board 
has  been  able  to  extend  its  repair  work  till  each  school- 
house  has  b-aen  painted  inside  and  out.  Two  have  been 
shingled  and  other  minor  repairs  accomplished. 

The  Superintendent  is  very  anxious  that  the  good 
repair  work  shall  go  on,  and  recommends  that  atten- 
tion now  be  given  to  proper  heating  and  ventilating  of 
the  schoolrooms.  For  this  purpose  a  generous  sum 
should  be  appropriated. 

TEACHERS   WANTED. 

Twenty -five  young  men  and  women  went  from 
Sandwich  last  fall  for  work  in  High  schools  and  col- 
leges. This  is  a  very  commendable  number.  Is  it  not 
possible  to  persuade  some  of  these  to  attend  Normal 
School  and  prepare  to  teach  our  schools?  There  is  a 
shortage  of  teachers.  As  far  as  I  know,  there  is  not 
a  single  young  person  from  Sandwich  in  Normal 
School  preparing  to  teach.  How  can  we  hope  to  secure 
teachers  if  we  never  send  out  any  candidates  to  train  ? 
If  some  of  the  fine  young  people  from  Sandwich  would

train  as  teachers,  we  should  be  glad  to  employ  them 
as  vacancies  occur. 

I  appreciate  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  School 
Board,    teachers    and    citizens     of    Sandwich,  and  I 
treasure  the  kindly  spirit  of  the  boys  and  girls.
